Month, her Diſtemper increaſed to a-great height of Extremity , 
ſo that her Pain and Exerciſe was great; yet notwithſtanding (h.

Father asked her, 1f ſhe romid not breath and pray tothe Lord for Help 
and Afitanie ? Her atifwer was, She could and did, and further.

come of her Biay ; and often ſhe ſweetly ſupplicaced the Lord ſor - 


his Aſfitance and Help,. & alſo blefled'& praiſcd his Holy Name, 
And thus ſhe continued.in exceeding great Pain and Exercilc, 
yet very patientvnder it, and ſenfible, rill abom-the. middle of 
the firſt day of tae Week following, not having ſlept above a 
quarter of ar; Hour, all thoſe ſeyeral days of her Sickneſs: fo that 
through want of Sleep, and the vioſence'ot the Diſtemper, her 
head grew light, and thewas ar ſeveral times not fo ſcnſible in

Father, and Onr Father, which art in Heaven, Hollowed be thy Name,
